weeks’ pay. 

e Shift differential is increased 
83°/o - from 36 c. per hour to 
66 c. per hour. 

e Service-in-grade (service pre- 
mium) payments are improv- 
ed and made equal for all 
employees who receive such 
payments regardless of their 
job rate level. Increases 
range from 2 c. per hour to 
10 c. per hour.

Crude Tankage at Refinery West End 





Nears Completion as Part of HDS-II 


Eleven crude tanks out of 
fourteen in the HDS-II Tankage 
Project have been completed so 
far and have been placed in 
service. The most recent ones 
in use since mid-July are Tanks 
957 and 958. 

Construction of these mam- 
moth tanks, of which three are 
of 492,000 barrels capacity and 
eleven of 636,000 barrel capacity 
each, began in March 1972 and 
will be completed, except for 
painting, this month. They are 
the largest series of tanks in 
the refinery and will have an 
8.5 million gross barrel capacity 
when completed. Numbered 
from 951 to 966, three are 235 
ft. in diameter, while the large 
ones are 266 ft. in diameter, al- 
most equal to a football field. 
They are all 64 ft. high. 

They are situated in an area 
of eighty acres at the refinery's 
west end and give an impres- 
sive view to passers-by in the 
San Nicolas, Brazil and Cura 
Cabai area. 

To permit the construction of 
these huge tanks it was neces- 
sary to clear Lago’s former fire 
training ground and relocate it 
south of Tank 272 (former fire 
dump area), extend the comp- 
any’s concession to include the 
former government dump site, 
and to refill part of the lagoon. 

About 1,300,000 cubic yards of 
sand were used to compact the 
area for the tank foundations 
and pads. Some of the rest of 
the sand was formed into fire- 
walls and coated with asphalt 


to shed rain. This job was done 
by Arubaanse Wegenbouw Mij., 
while tank construction, which 
required 22,421 tons of steel 
sheets — ranging from 114" 
thickness at the bottom to %” 
at the top — is being done by 
the Chicago Bridge & Iron Com- 
pany. 

As each tank is completed it 
is hydrotested, a procedure 
whereby the tank is filled com- 
pletely with water to ensure that 
it is leak-proof and that the 
foundation will not settle exces- 
sively. The next step is to sand- 
blast the entire outer surface 
and the floating roof before ap- 
plying Rustban 191, a primer 
paint specially developed by 
Enjay Chemical Company for 
highly corrosive marine atmos- 
phere. This is followed by two 
coats of white paint made lo- 
cally at the Arubaanse Verffa- 
briek N.V. This white paint is 
being used instead of off-black 
to help conserve light products 
in the crude and prevent eva- 
poration because of reduced 
heat absorption. Painting of the 
tanks is carried out by the Car- 
ibbean Painting Company. 

When the last crude tank is 
put in service late this month, it 
will mark the end to the HDS-II 
Crude Tankage Project which 
from the beginning has been 
under the direction of Hank Fre- 
deriks of Mechanical-Project En- 
gineering Section, as field En- 
gineer.

LPG Is Excellent Gas For Cooking, 
But Must Be Handled With Caution 


One of the most important 
fuels in our daily lives derived 
from petroleum is liquefied pro- 
pane gas or LPG. 

This gas which is popularly 
known as cooking gas does ex- 
actly what its name implies: it 
cooks our food and it does this 
in a clean and efficient manner. 

At Lago LPG is fractionated in 
the towers of the NFAR unit and 
then stored under pressure in li- 
quid form in two 800-bbI. stor- 
age tanks (Nos. 806 & 807) lo- 
cated in the central loading 
area for products sold locally. 
From here it is loaded into tank 
trucks of the Aruba Gas Supply 
Company which distributes it 
throughout the island.

The vast majority of consum- 
ers receive the LPG in portable 
100-lb. cylinders while large 
users, such as restaurants, ho- 
tels and bakeries, receive the 
gas in bulk into larger storage 
tanks. Cylinder filling is done at 
the distributor's workshop. 

LPG is highly flammable and 
should be handled with caution. 
As protection to consumers, a 
number of safety features are 
provided. In the first place, the 
cylinder is not completely filled. 
A vapor space is left in it to ac- 
commodate small pressure surg- 
es resulting from temperature 
fluctuations. 

To facilitate finding a small 
leak in the cylinder and/or stove 
connections, an odorant is add- 
ee

able in nature. This odor is to 

signal the presence of LPG in 
the air which may cause a fire 
and explosion. 

Another safety feature is the 
built-in safety-valve in the cylin- 
der valve. The normal pressure 
in a full cylinder is 140-150 p.s.i. 
(pounds per square inch). 
Should this pressure rise due 
to heat or other reasons, then 
the safety valve will open auto- 
matically at 275 p.s.i. allowing 
gas to escape. This will prevent 
a further build-up of pressure 
in the cylinder and thereby eli- 
minate the danger of a cylinder 
rupture. 

LPG is used today in practi- 
cally every kitchen in Aruba. It 
is very convenient and performs 
a very useful service in prepar- 
ing our food. It will continue to 
serve us well, provided we take 
the following preventive measu- 
res at home: 

1. Store all gas cylinders out- 
side in a cool place. This 
means don’t store them out- 
side in the direct sunlight or 
where they will be exposed to 
excessive amount of heat. 

2. Never store any cylinders in 
a building unless they are 
connected for use. 

3. Never transport or move an 





and delivered to your home in 
cylinders.

LPG cylinder without the 
valve being protected from 
physical damage with a suit- 
able collar or cap. 

4. Always protect all hose or 
tubing from damage — such 
as sharp tools, vehicle traf- 
fic, or sparks.

5. Never use matches or an 
open flame to locate a sus- 
pected gas leak (unpleasant 
odor) in your stove or oven 
or elsewhere. Use soap suds. 
Contact the supplier. 

6. When lighting your oven, 
strike the match first and then 
turn the oven knob slowly. 
Do not allow gas to build up 
in the oven or under pots 
and pans on your stove. 
Should an emergency situa- 

tion arise, the following steps 

are recommended: 

1. Evacuate all personnel except 
those necessary to cope with 


the emergency. 

2. Notify the local Fire Depart- 
ment and the supplier. 

3. Shut off gas, if at all possi- 
ble without endangering any- 
one's life — and ventilate the 
area to prevent re-ignition. 

4. Eliminate all sources of ig- 
nition — such as cigarettes, 
pipes, cigars. Disconnect all 
electrical appliances. 

5. Approach fire or gas 
from upwind. 

6. Portable LPG cylinders that 
are exposed to fire should 
be removed to a safe loca- 
tion — again, do not endan- 
ger anyone by doing this.
